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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  TO  THE  REGENTS. 


University  of  California, 

Berkeley,  October  30,  1908. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of 
California: 

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Secre- 
tary's  Report  for  the  University  year  ending  June  30,  1908. 

The  income  for  1907-08  available  for  current  use  for 
general  educational,  administrative,  and  scientific  work  at 
Berkeley  was  $720,050.19.  Including  the  income  for  the 
professional  schools  and  the  University  Hospital,  for  An- 
thropology, for  the  Wilmerding  Trades  School,  for  the  Lick 
Observatory,  and  for  the  economic  work  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  the  income  available  for  current  use  was 
$887,823.15. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year,  including  moneys  in- 
tended for  building  operations  and  including  additions  to 
the  endowment,  were  $1,427,283.03.  Of  this  total  of 
$1,427,283.03,  the  receipts  available  for  immediate  use 
amounted  to  $1,182,419.58  (this  is  after  excluding  endow- 
ment moneys).  Of  this  total,  4.56  per  cent,  was  received 
from  the  United  States,  55.68  per  cent,  from  the  State  of 
California,  18.67  per  cent,  from  the  income  on  University 
endowments,  6.26  per  cent,  from  private  gift,*  5.48  per  cent, 
from  amounts  paid  by  the  students  as  laboratory  fees,  etc.. 
and  9.35  per  cent,  from  miscellaneous  sources. 

*  Note. — Of  the  total  receipts  for  the  year,  including  endowment 
moneys,  22.34  per  cent,  came  from  private  gifts. 
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The  expenditures  for  1907-08  were  $1,058,553.78.  Of 
this  total,  $702,521.95,  or  66.37  per  cent.,  was  spent  for 
general  educational  and  scientific  work;  $232,102.38,  or 
21.92  per  cent.,  was  spent  for  the  library  and  for  general 
administrative  purposes ;  and  $123,929.45,  or  11.71  per  cent, 
on  permanent  improvements. 

The  salaries  for  educational,  administrative,  and  scien- 
tific positions  amounted  to  $512,991.09,  which  represents 
54.89  per  cent,  of  the  total  current  expenditure  other  than 
on  permanent  improvements. 

Of  this  amount  expended  in  salaries,  $70,551.06,  or  13.75 
per  cent.,  was  for  administrative  salaries,  including  the  li- 
brary, and  $442,440.03,  or  86.25  per  cent.,  for  educational 
and  scientific  salaries.  This  total  expenditure  of  $442,440.03 
for  educational  and  scientific  salaries  was  49.83  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  available  for  current  University  expenses. 

The  endowment  of  the  University  on  June  30,  1908,  was 
$4,121,805.50,  and  the  rate  of  income  for  the  year  on  the 
Endowment  Pool,  in  which  are  merged,  for  investment  pur- 
poses, all  endowments  the  terms  of  which  permit,  was  5.2362 
per  cent. 

The  property  of  the  University  was  valued  on  its  books 
on  June  30,  1908,  at  $10,178,334.60.  Of  this  total,  $3,880,- 
338.03  represents  investments;  $4,583,190.23,  lands  and 
buildings  for  educational  purposes;  and  $1,481,275.97. 
equipment. 

The  student  enrollment  for  1907-08  was  3857.  Of  these 
students,  2592  were  undergraduates,  324  were  graduate  stu- 
dents, 389  were  students  in  medicine,  dentistry,  pharmacy, 
law  and  art,  and  552  were  students  in  the  Summer  Session. 

The  teaching  and  administrative  force  numbered  281 
persons.  Of  these,  195  ranged  in  rank  from  professor  to 
instructor  and  were  engaged  in  service  at  Berkeley  or  at 
the  Lick  Observatory,  while  86  men  of  the  same  grade  were 
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engaged  in  instruction  in  San  Francisco  in  medicine,  den- 
tistry, pharmacy,  or  law. 

A  most  notable  event  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of 
the  Phoebe  A.  Hearst  Architectural  Plan  for  the  University 
and  its  formal  adoption  by  the  Board.  The  plan  represents 
twelve  years  of  work,  is  the  fruit  of  the  toils  of  the 
Hearst  Trustees,  of  the  one  hundred  and  five  architects 
who  joined  in  the  original  international  competition,  of  M. 
Henri  Jean  Emile  Benard,  the  winner  of  the  Hearst  com- 
petition, and  of  Professor  John  Galen  Howard,  to  whom,  as 
Supervising  Architect  for  the  past  five  years,  fell  the  task 
of  the  development  of  the  plan  to  a  complete  and  practicable 
adaptation  to  the  needs  of  the  University.  The  plan  repre- 
sents an  expenditure  by  Mrs.  Hearst  of  approximately 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Upon  the  development  of  the  Hearst  Plan  and  its  execu- 
tion there  has  been  already  a  total  expenditure  of  $1,165,275. 
The  prospective  payments  for  the  work  in  progress  on  the 
University  Library,  $650,000  being  available,  from  Mr. 
Doe's  bequest,  for  immediate  expenditure  upon  that  build- 
ing, and  the  expenditure  of  the  $150,000  now  available  for 
the  erection  of  Boalt  Hall  of  Law,  bring  the  amount  already 
spent  or  now  in  process  of  being  spent  upon  the  Hearst 
Plan  to  a  total  of  $1,965,275. 

The  Hearst  Plan,  as  now  developed,  has  for  its  chief 
axis  the  little  valley  which  runs  westward  across  the  campus, 
from  the  hills  right  toward  the  Golden  Gate.  This  is  kept 
in  the  Plan  as  a  garden,  with  roads  and  paths  on  either  side, 
and  with  the  chief  buildings  of  the  composition  rising  on 
the  low  bluffs  on  either  hand. 

It  is  proposed  in  the  Hearst  Plan  that  the  frontier  be- 
tween the  University  and  the  town  shall  be  marked  by  the 
dormitories,  along  Allston  way,  Oxford  street,  and  Hearst 
avenue,  from  the  region  of  Stiles  Hall  around  to  Arch  street, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  campus.    It  is  proposed  that  each 
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of  the  dormitories  should  be  distinctive  in  type,  possessed 
of  a  personal  character  of  its  own. 

The  chief  western  entrances  are  shown  at  Center  street 
and  at  University  avenue,  with  driveways  swinging  in  from 
each  in  broad  curves,  the  two  coming  together  just  north  of 
the  eucalyptus  grove  which  towers  west  of  the  present  cin- 
der track.  On  the  low  hill  just  above  this  is  shown  the 
commons  or  student  dining-hall,  with  a  splendid  outlook 
westward  toward  the  bay  and  the  Golden  Gate,  and  just 
beyond  it,  toward  the  north,  space  is  reserved  for  the  Ar- 
mory. 

With  the  commons  and  the  armory  begins  the  more  for- 
mal composition.  Passing  beyond  the  commons,  the  axis 
roadways  divide  so  as  to  enclosfe  a  broad  oval  of  canon  and 
garden.  Fronting  upon  this  oval  upon  the  south,  the  Hearst 
Plan  places  the  buildings  dedicated  to  Zoology  and  to  the 
sciences  preparatory  to  Medicine,  such  as  Physiology,  Path- 
ology, Hygiene  and  Bacteriology,  and  Anatomy.  Upon  the 
left  is  shown  the  Agricultural  group,  ample  space  being  re- 
served for  future  expansion  of  the  accommodations  for  this 
and  allied  subjects. 

Proceeding  eastward,  the  axis  leads  to  the  library  and 
museum  group,  with  buildings  for  History  and  Economics. 
Languages,  Philosophy,  and  Law,  and  California  Hall,  the 
administrative  building,  grouped  about  the  great  university 
library,  now  being  erected  from  Mr.  Doe's  bequest,  while 
the  museum  of  art  and  anthropology  is  to  be  flanked  by  the 
buildings  for  architecture  and  fine  arts  and  fo*r  civil  engi- 
neering. Beyond,  on  the  north,  the  engineering  group  is 
continued,  including  the  Hearst  Memorial  Mining  Building, 
and  buildings  for  physics  and  chemistry  are  shown  on  the 
south.  The  Hillegass  Tract  is  shown  as  devoted  to  athletics, 
with  the  men's  gymnasium  and  the  women's  gymnasium 
shown  west  and  east,  respectively,  of  California  Field. 

Besides  meeting  the  expense  of  the  Hearst  Plan,  during 
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the  year  Mrs.  Hearst  completed  her  noble  gift  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  Hearst  Memorial  Mining  Building,  finished 
at  a  total  cost  of  $644,000,  and  equipped  by  Mrs,  Hearst. 
During  the  year  Mrs.  Hearst  provided  also  $20,000  for  the 
support  for  1907-08  of  the  Department  of  Anthropology,  for 
the  promotion  of  its  researches,  for  its  scientific  publications, 
and  for  the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the  anthro- 
pological and  archaeological  collections,  now  representing  a 
total  expenditure  of  over  $500,000 ;  she  provided  $2400  for 
the  support  of  the  Phoebe  Apperson  Hearst  Scholarships; 
she  gave  to  Director  Campbell,  for  the  use  of  the  Lick 
Observatory,  a  White  Steamer  motor  car.  In  many  other 
ways  she  aided  abundantly  in  the  development  of  the  work 
of  the  University. 

Among  other  notable  benefactions  of  the  year  were  the 
offer  of  Miss  Annie  M.  Alexander  of  $7000  a  year  for  seven 
years  for  the  assembling  of  the  California  Museum  of  Ver- 
tebrate Zoology,  an  undertaking  of  much  scientific  signifi- 
cance and  promising  the  greatest  usefulness  to  students  and 
investigators  in  the  field  of  biology ;  the  gift  of  Levi  Strauss 
&  Company  of  $3500  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Levi 
Strauss  scholarships  for  1907-08;  the  provision  of  $4500 
by  Mr.  William  H.  Crocker  for  the  Crocker  Eclipse  Ex- 
pedition from  the  Lick  Observatory  to  Flint  Island;  the 
gift  of  Mr.  D.  O.  Mills  of  $8000  for  the  continuation  of  the 
work  of  the  Mills  Expedition  from  the  Lick  Observatory 
to  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  and  the  subscribing  of  $50,000 
by  various  members  of  the  California  bar,  in  response  to  an 
appeal  made  in  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Jurisprudence 
by  Mr.  George  H.  Boke,  Professor  of  Law  in  the  University 
of  California,  this  $50,000  to  be  added  to  the  $100,000  al- 
ready provided  by  the  benefaction  of  Mrs.  Boalt  for  the 
erection  of  the  Boalt  Hall  of  Law,  its  furnishing,  and  the 
construction  and  equipment  in  the  building  of  Lawyers' 
Memorial  Hall  as  the  law  library  and  law  reading  room 
of  the  University. 
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A  notable  development  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of 
the  organization  of  the  University  Hospital  as  a  part  of  the 
equipment  of  the  Medical  Department.  Now  that  the  first 
two  years  of  medical  instruction  are  at  Berkeley,  the  Med- 
ical Building  at  the  Affiliated  Colleges  in  San  Francisco  has 
been  equipped,  through  the  generosity  of  various  friends  of 
the  University,  as  a  modern  hospital,  with  a  capacity  at 
present  of  eighty  beds.  This  has  proved  an  invaluable  part 
of  the  opportunities  for  medical  instruction  and  research 
now  provided  by  the  University. 

The  most  vital  present  need  of  the  University  is  an 
Agricultural  Building,  to  cost  approximately  $300,000,  to 
provide  quarters  for  the  highly  diversified  activities  in  re- 
search, in  economic  investigation,  in  agricultural  extension, 
and  in  teaching  of  a  staff  of  forty  persons,  and  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  agricultural  students.  The  individual 
students  enrolled  for  agricultural  instruction  at  Berkeley 
in  1907-08  numbered  132. 

Among  other  vital  needs  are : 

A  general  class-room  building,  to  replace  North  Hall, 
$300,000. 

A  permanent  Infirmary,  $150,000. 
An  Auditorium,  $1,000,000. 

A  Museum  of  Art,  Archaeology,  and  Anthropology,  $1,- 
000,000,  to  hold  the  immense  collections  already  accumulated 
for  the  University  by  Mrs.  Hearst  at  a  cost  of  over  $500,000. 

A  Botany  Building,  $250,000. 

A  Museum  of  Zoology  and  Zoological  Laboratory,  $250,- 
000. 

A  number  of  dormitories,  to  cost  from  $100,000  to  $200,- 
000  each. 

Further  equipment  for  the  University  Farm. 

Several  concrete  foot-bridges  at  $1000  to  $2500  each,  and 
several  concrete  wagon  bridges  ranging  in  cost  from  $4000 
up. 
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An  addition  to  the  Chemistry  Building*,  $150,000. 

An  adequate  water  supply  system  for  the  University. 

Steel  bookstacks,  and  furnishings  and  equipment,  for 
the  new  University  library,  $210,000. 

Completion  of  the  fireproof  vault  at  the  Lick  Observa- 
tory, $10,000. 

Additional  equipment  for  the  Lick  Observatory,  $10,000. 
An  organ  to  be  placed  in  the  Harmon  Gymnasium, 
$20,000. 

Twenty  fellowships,  to  be  endowed  to  the  amount  of 
$10,000  each,  and  a  number  of  scholarships,  to  be  endowed 
to  the  amount  of  $5000  each. 

Loan  funds  to  be  held  as  an  endowment  and  the  income 
to  be  loaned  to  needy  and  deserving  students. 

Endowments  for  professorships,  $75,000  to  $100,000 
each. 

Endowments  for  the  University  Library.

Approval  of  the  Phoebe  A.  Hearst  Permanent  Plan. 

The  Finance  Committee,  on  May  12,  1908,  reported  to 
the  Board  as  follows: 

We  concur  with  the  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Buildings  in  recom- 
mending that  the  Phoebe  A.  Hearst  Permanent  Plan  in  its  present 
form  be  approved  by  the  Board  and  adopted  as  the  official  plan  and 
as  the  basis  for  future  building  operations  and  landscape  gardening 
on  the  campus. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  adopted. 
Time  of  Board  Meetings. 

On  May  12  Article  26  of  the  Standing  Orders  of  the 
Board  was  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  except  May  and  July,  and  on  the  day  pre- 
ceding Commencement  Day  in  May  of  each  year  at  such  place  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Kegents  from  time  to  time. 

(The  change  was  the  addition  of  the  words:  " except 
May  and  July.")

On  June  9  standing  order  38  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

38. — The  Board,  at  its  regular  meeting  in  May  in  each  year,  shall 
nominate  the  members  of  the  several  standing  committees  and  shall 
recommend  them  to  the  President  of  the  Board  for  his  confirmation. 
Vacancies  shall  be  filled  through  nomination  by  the  Board,  subject  to 
confirmation  by  the  President  of  the  Board.  The  member  whose  name 
appears  first  in  order  on  the  list  of  a  standing  committee,  as  confirmed 
by  the  President  of  the  Board,  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  committee. 
The  member  whose  name  appears  second  in  order  on  the  list  of  a 
standing  committee,  as  confirmed  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  shall 
be  the  vice-chairman  of  the  committee. 

Quorum  of  a  Committee. 

Standing  order  45  on  June  9  was  amended  to  read : 
45. — A  number  equivalent  to  a  majority  of  the  appointed  members 
of  any  committee,  regular  or  special,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
such  committee;  provided,  however,  that  if  a  committee  consists  of  six 
members,  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  that  if  a  committee 
consists  of  four  members,  two  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

To  Sign  for  the  President. 

On  April  14  the  Board  authorized  Regent  Earl  to  sign 
documents  requiring  the  signature  of  the  President  of  the 
University  during  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  provided 
that  Regent  Britton  should  at  the  time  also  be  absent  or 
unable  to  act. 

Appointment  of  Deans. 

On  May  12  the  following  new  standing  order  was 
adopted  by  the  Board : 

171a.  Deans  for  all  the  colleges  of  the  University,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  a  Dean  for  the  Graduate  Department,  and  an 
Advisor  for  the  two  lower  classes,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
in  the  same  manner  as  professors  and  other  teachers,  with  such  duties 
and  compensation  in  each  particular  case  as  may  be  assigned  from 
time  to  time  by  the  President  of  the  University.  The  same  person 
may  serve  as  the  Dean  of  more  than  one  college. 


Health  Matters. 
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Vaccination. 

On  May  12  a  letter  was  presented  to  the  Board  from  Dr. 
Woodson  Allen,  making  complaint  that  his  son,  Warren  B. 
Allen,  a  student  of  the  University,  had  been  unjustly  treated 
in  the  matter  of  vaccination  requirements,  and  asking  that 
ail  investigation  be  made  by  the  Board. 

It  was  voted  by  the  Board  that  the  action  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  and  his  associates  be  ratified  and 
approved. 

Control  of  Health  and  Sanitation. 

On  June  9  the  Board  adopted  the  following  new  Stand- 
ing Order : 

The  President  shall  have  control  of  matters  of  health  and  sanitation 
in  the  University. 

Sale  of  Duplicate  Books. 

On  October  8  the  Board  authorized  the  Library  Com- 
mittee of  the  Graduate  Council,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  President  of  the  University,  to  direct  the  Librarian  to 
sell  duplicate  books,  engravings,  or  other  library  material 
not  required  for  the  use  of  the  library,  and  that  the  receipts 
therefrom  shall  be  immediately  appropriated  to  the  budget 
of  the  library  for  the  purchase  of  books,  engravings,  or  other 
library  material. 

Heat  for  the  Faculty  Club  and  Senior  Hall. 

On  March  10  the  action  of  the  Finance  Committee  was 
approved  in  directing  that  heat  be  supplied  to  the  Faculty 
Club  and  to  Senior  Hall  at  the  cost  of  the  University. 

Forfeiture  of  Students'  Deposits. 

On  June  9,  Standing  Order  183,  as  follows,  was  repealed : 
The  Secretary  shall  require  all  students  who  may  be  indebted  to  the 
University  or  who  have  made  deposits  for  any  purpose,  to  make  settle- 
ment before  Commencement  Day  of  the  year  following  graduation. 
In  case  of  their  failure  to  make  such  settlement,  all  their  deposits 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  University. 
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Fee  for  Summer  School  of  Surveying. 

On  February  11  the*  fee  for  the  Summer  School  of  Sur- 
veying* was  fixed  at  $15. 

Fee  for  Substitution  of  Courses. 

On  May  12  the  Board  approved  the  following: 
A  fee  of  one  dollar  per  course  will  be  charged  to  students  for 
adding  to,  or  substituting  any  course  or  courses  on,  their  study  cards 
at  any  time  later  than  fourteen  days  after  registration,  provided  that 
such  addition  or  substitution  be  not  due  to  the  action  of  the  Academic 
Council  or  of  any  instructor  nor  to  other  circumstances  that  the  student 
could  not  have  foreseen.

Tennis  Courts. 

The  Committee  on  Grounds  and  Buildings  was  given

On  August  13  the  Board  directed  that  the  cost  of  wiring 
for  the  Affiliated  Colleges  be  charged  to  the  Affiliated  Col- 
lege repair  fund,  and  the  excess  of  the  total  cost  over  the 
state  appropriation  and  other  special  funds  available  be 
charged  to  the  General  Fund,  the  amount  being  kept  as  a 
suspense  account. 
Library  Bids. 

The  bids  obtained  in  September,  1907,  for  the  steel  work, 
granite,  and  the  concrete  wall-backing  for  the  new  univer- 
sity library  on  September  10,  1907,  were  rejected  by  the 
Board  and  bids  readvertised  for  in  May,  1908,  a  saving  of 
over  $100,000  resulting  from  such  delay  and  such  readver- 
tising  for  bids.

of  any  goods  or  property  whatsoever  from  any  foreign  country,  and 
that  said  Victor  H.  Henderson,  as  such  Acting  Secretary,  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  to  affix  or  impress  upon  such  bonds  and  papers 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  University  of  California. 

Resolution  Concerning  American  Bonding  Co. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
Board,  on  December  10,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

Whereas,  the  American  Bonding  Company  has  executed  a  bond  for 
V.  H.  Henderson  as  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
University  of  California,  in  the  sum  of  $30,000,  under  date  of  Novem- 
ber 12,  1907,  therefore  be  it 

Eesolved,  that  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  California  hereby 
absolve  the  American  Bonding  Company  from  all  responsibility  for 
any  of  the  acts  of  said  V.  H.  Henderson  as  such  Acting  Secretary 
after  November  12,  1907,  under  the  bond  for  $10,000  given  by  said 
American  Bonding  Company  for  said  V.  H.  Henderson  on  December 
16,  1906.

Prof.  Soule  Professor  Emeritus. 

On  April  14  the  President  of  the  University  reported  on 
the  question  of  the  retirement  of  Professor  Frank  Soule. 
Dean  of  the  College  of  Civil  Engineering,  and  recommended 
that  in  view  of  Professor  Soule 's  thirty-nine  years  of  service 
to  the  University,  his  request  that  his  name  be  placed  upon 
the  budget  as  Professor  Emeritus  of  Civil  Engineering  at 
two-thirds  pay  be  granted.

Office  of  Attorney  of  the  Board. 

On  June  9,  by  vote  of  the  Board,  the  office  of  Attorney 
of  the  Regents  was  declared  vacant.  Mr.  Fletcher  A.  Cutler 
was  then  elected  Attorney  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  voted  "to  express  to  Attorney  Snook  its  ap- 
preciation of  his  loyalty  and  ability. 

Professor  Fryer  a  Special  Commissioner. 

On  June  9  Dr.  John  Fryer,  Agassiz  Professor  of  Oriental 
Languages  in  the  University,  was  authorized  to  represent 


Jucksch  Book  Fund. 
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the  University  of  California  during  his  leave  of  absence  in 
the  Orient,  from  June  9  until  his  return  to  the  University 
in  August,  1909,  as  Special  Commissioner  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  for  the  Investigation  of  Educational  Con- 
ditions in  the  Far  East. 

Income  of  the  Jucksch  Property  to  be  used  as  a  Book  Fund. 

On  December  10  the  Board  directed  that  the  property 
bequeathed  to  the  Eegents  by  Mary  Jucksch  be  held  as  a 
separate  endowment,  and  that  the  income  of  the  Jucksch 
Fund  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  some  particular 
department  to  be  designated  by  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity.   The  President  later  designated  American  history. 

Musical  and  Dramatic  Moneys. 

On  August  13  the  Board  authorized  the  Musical  and 
Dramatic  Committee  of  the  Faculty,  whenever  by  virtue  of 
a  contract  with  any  dramatic  or  musical  company  or  per- 
formers any  portion  or  percentage  of  the  sale  of  tickets  or 
gate  receipts  belongs  to  the  parties  to  the  contract  other  than 
the  University,  to  pay  such  proportion  or  percentage  of  the 
funds  collected  to  the  performers  at  the  close  of  the  perfor- 
mance, or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  amount  of  such  share, 
proportion,  or  percentage  shall  be  ascertained,  and  to  turn 
the  balance,  or  the  University's  share,  into  the  Secretary's 
Office,  provided  that  the  committee  shall  furnish  proper 
voucher  receipts  for  all  such  contract  payments. 

Infirmary  Open  for  Summer  Session  Students. 

On  August  13  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Regents  re- 
ported that  owing  to  the  wide  publication  of  the  fee  for  the 
Summer  Session  of  1907  at  the  rate  of  $12,  prior  to  the 
action  of  the  Regents  establishing  the  same  at  $14,  the  ad- 
ditional $2  could  not  be  collected,  and  that  there  was  there- 
fore no  fund  available  for  the  support  of  the  Infirmary; 
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that  the  Infirmary  was  accordingly  opened  to  Summer  Ses- 
sion students,  subject  to  hospital  charges  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Medical  Advisor. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  approved. 

Rent  of  House  Occupied  by  the  President. 

On  September  10  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Committee  was  approved  that  the  University  pay  rent  for 
the  house  belonging  to  Frank  M.  "Wilson,  and  occupied  by 
the  President,  at  the  rate  of  $100  per  month  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1907,  with  the  understanding  that  the  landlord  will 
make  repairs  amounting  to  $300,  the  University  to  make 
repairs  not  to  exceed  $100. 

Lease  of  Piedmont  Avenue  House. 

On  June  9  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board 
were  authorized  to  execute  a  lease  with  B.  F.  Brooks  for  the 
house  and  lot  on  Piedmont  avenue  for  two  years  from 
August  1,  1908,  at  a  monthly  rental  of  eighty  ($80)  dollars. 

Class  of  1905  Fund  Loaned  to  the  Order  of  the  Golden  Bear. 

It  having  been  reported,  on  December  10,  that  the  class 
of  1905  had  deposited  with  the  University  the  sum  of  $500. 
to  be  known  as  the  Class  of  1905  Fund,  and  that  the  class 
had  indicated  that  it  desired  this  amount  to  be  loaned  to 
the  Order  of  the  Golden  Bear  for  the  purpose  of  installing 
a  heating  plant  in  Senior  Hall,  the  Board  voted  that  this 
loan  be  made,  upon  request  of  the  parties  who  deposited  the 
money,  and  upon  the  understanding  that  neither  the  Uni- 
versity nor  the  Board  of  Regents  assume  any  responsibility 
in  the  matter. 

Men's  Dormitory  Funds. 

The  Board  voted  on  March  10  that  the  Men 's  Dormitory 
Committee  of  the  students  be  informed  that  the  Regents  are 
willing  to  act  as  depositary  for  such  funds  as  may  be  raised 
for  the  erection  of  a  men 's  dormitory  on  the  campus.

A  careful  com- 
putation of  the  value  of  about  one-ninth  of  the  publications  so  re- 
ceived in  1907  is  basis  for  an  estimate  that  the  annual  value  of  the 
exchanges  is  between  eight  and  nine  thousand  dollars,  or  from  sixteen 
to  eighteen  thousand  dollars  for  the  two  years  1906-08. 

Authority  Granted  Finance  Committee  to  Make.  Collateral  Loans. 

On  February  11,  authority  was  granted  to  the  Finance 
Committee  to  make  such  loans  as  they  deem  proper  upon 
collateral  security,  during  the  year  1908. 

Exhibit  at  the  Seattle  Exposition. 

On  April  14  the  Board  directed  that  the  transparencies 
prepared  for  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  be  placed  at  the  dis- 
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posal  of  the  California  Commission  for  the  Seattle  Exposi- 
tion, provided  that  the  Commission  will  pay  all  the  expenses 
of  transportation,  installation,  exhibition,  and  return. 

Erection  of  Building  on  Sacramento  Building  Site. 

On  March  10  the  Board  authorized  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  act  in  the  matter  of  the  erection  and  leasing  of  a 
building  on  the  site  of  the  former  Sacramento  Building, 
being  lots  296,  297,  and  306  of  the  Original  Beach  and 
Water  Lot  Survey  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  were  author- 
ized to  execute  the  contracts  and  leases  for  such  building, 
upon  written  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee.

On  November  12  the  Board  authorized  its  President  and 
Secretary  to  execute  a  deed  to  F.  N.  Dodd,  for  the  net  sum 
of  $12,125,  of  the  following  described  property  given  to  the 
University  of  California  by  Mrs.  Jane  K.  Sather :

On  June  9  the  Board  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Board  in  executing  a  contract  of 
sale  with  Hanoria  Lawlor  for  Lots  28;  36,  37,  and  38,  in 
Block  "J"  of  the  Broadway  Terrace  Tract,  at  a  contract 
price  of  fifteen  hundred  and  fifteen  ($1515)  dollars,  the 
terms  of  sale  being  as  follows:  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars 
upon  the  execution  of  the  contract,  and  one  thousand  and 
fifteen  ($1015)  dollars  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May. 
1909,  with  interest  at  seven  (7)  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the 
deferred  payment. 

W.  H.  Gregor  Quit-claim  Deed. 

March  10,  1908,  the  execution  of  a  quit-claim  deed  was 
authorized  in  favor  of  W.  H.  Gregor  for  Lot  20,  Block  E, 
in  the  Broadway  Terrace  Tract,  Oakland. 

Sale  of  Batchelder  Tract  Lots  Authorized. 

On  May  12  the  Board  authorized  and  empowered  the 
Finance  Committee  to  sell  lots  9  and  10  of  Block  B  in  the 
Batchelder  Tract,  Berkeley,  to  Mr.  ¥m.  H.  Smyth  at 
$6,962.10;  terms,  $500  down;  the  balance  of  one-half  the 
purchase  price  on  June  3,  1908,  and  the  balance  in  equal 
payments  one  year  and  two  years  after  date,  interest  to  be 
paid  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum  on  deferred 
payments. 

The  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  were  author- 
ized to  execute  the  contract  for  this  sale,  and  to  execute  a 
deed  for  the  land  upon  written  approval  by  the  Finance 
Committee  at  such  time  as  payment  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

On  June  9  the  action  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Board  was  approved  and  confirmed  in  executing  the 
above  contract  of  sale.  The  Finance  Committee  reported 
that  $3481.05  had  already  been  received. 
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Land  Purchased  for  the  Lick  Observatory. 

On  June  9  $579.40  was  appropriated  by  the  Board  from 
the  Permanent  Improvement  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  the 
following  described  lands  adjoining  the  Lick  Observatory 
reservation :

14  of  N.W.  %  of  Section  8,  28.37  acres,  at  $4.50  per  acre  plus  cost 
of  abstract  of  title,  not  to  exceed  $10;  amounting  to  $317.67.

N.  %  of  N.E.  %  of  Section  3,  consisting  of  Lot  No.  1,  28.56  acres, 
Lot  No.  2,  28.49  acres,  at  $4.50  per  acre  plus  one-half  cost  of  abstract 
of  title,  not  to  exceed  $5.00;  total  $261.73.

Lick  Observatory  Lands  Rented  to  R.  F.  Morrow. 

On  February  11  the  Board  adopted  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  that  the  Eegents  of  the  University  of  California  lease  to 
E.  F.  Morrow  for  grazing  purposes,  excluding  sheep  grazing,  and  for 
no  other  purpose  or  purposes,  all  those  certain  lands  owned  by  the 
Eegents  of  the  University  of  California,  in  the  County  of  Santa  Clara, 
State  of  California,  situate,  lying,  and  being  south  of  Lick  avenue  on 
Mount  Hamilton  Eoad,  in  sections  eight  (8),  nine  (9),  sixteen  (16), 
and  seventeen  (17),  in  township  seven  (7)  south,  range  three  (3)  east, 
Mount  Diablo  Meridian,  for  the  term  of  three  (3)  years  from  March 
1,  1908,  at  an  annual  rental  of  eighty  ($80)  dollars,  payable  in  ad- 
vance on  the  first  day  of  March  of  each  of  said  three  (3)  years. 

This  lease  was  for  lands  theretofore  rented  to  Mr.  Mor- 
row, and  at  the  same  rate  as  before. 

Quit-Claim  Deed  to  Martha  E.  Alexander. 

The  Attorney  of  the  Board  having  reported  that  the 
Regents  had  no  legal  claim  to  the  following  described  prop- 
erty, the  Board,  on  November  12,  authorized  its  President 
and  Secretary  to  execute  a  quit-claim  deed  for  it  to  Martha 
Eliza  Alexander:

thence  north  80  degrees  30  minutes  east  parallel  with  the  southerly 
line  of  said  Plot  "Q"  353  feet  10  inches;  thence  north  5  degrees  36 
minutes  west  parallel  with  the  said  westerly  line  of  Plot  "Q"  180  feet 
to  a  stake;  thence  south  80  degrees  30  minutes  west  parallel  with  said 
southerly  line  of  Plot  "Q,"  363  10-12  feet  to  the  said  westerly  line 
of  Plot  "Q; "  thence  north  5  degrees  west  along  said  westerly  line 
of  Plot  "Q,"  7.68  chains,  more  or  less  to  a  stake  on  the  Sawyer 
Partition  Line,  so  called;  thence  north  60  degrees  30  minutes  east 
37.05  chains  to  a  post  marked  S.  A.  L. ;  thence  south  55  degrees  east 
33.40  chains  to  a  station;  thence  south  5  degrees  30  minutes  east  6.69 
chains  to  post  and  mound  on  the  north  line  of  Plot  No.  83,  as  laid 
down  and  delineated  on  Kellersberger 's  Map  first  above  mentioned;

Southern  California  Agricultural  Investigations. 

The  Board,  on  May  12,  adopted  the  following  general 
schedule  of  work  for  the  Southern  California  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  Whittier  and  the  Citrus  Experiment  Station 
at  Riverside  for  the  year  1908-09 : 

To  continue  at  the  Plant  Disease  Laboratory  at  Whittier 
(which  has  been  satisfactorily  completed  and  equipped  dur- 
ing the  past  year)  studies  of  the  walnut  blight  bacterium  in 
connection  with  orchard  observation  of  varieties  which  are 
disclosing  effective  resistance  to  the  disease.  The  work  of 
the  last  year  clearly  indicates  that  grafting  from  seedling 
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trees,  which  have  persisted  in  bearing  profitable  crops  in  the 
midst  of  orchards  seriously  reduced  in  their  total  product 
by  the  blight,  affords  an  immediately  available  means  to 
increase  production.  The  search  for  such  trees,  critical 
pomological  and  commercial  study  of  their  product  and 
experiments  with  different  methods  of  grafting  will  be 
diligently  pursued  both  upon  our  own  grounds  and  in  the 
orchards  of  cooperating  private  owners. 

The  work  with  tomato  blight,  which  yielded  strikingly 
valuable  demonstration  of  the  value  of  preventive  spraying 
on  the  Laboratory  grounds  during  the  last  year,  will  be  con- 
tinued, especially  in  relation  to  the  control  of  the  disease 
on  a  large  scale  by  cooperation  with  local  growers. 

A  new  line  of  investigation  and  control  experiments  will 
be  taken  up  with  a  fungous  blight  of  the  celery  which  occa- 
sioned large  losses  just  before  the  crop  was  harvested  last 
year.  A  large  acreage  will  be  handled  in  cooperation  with 
growers. 

A  study  of  the* so-called  "brown  spot"  of  the  orange, 
which  injured  much  fruit  during  overland  shipment  the 
past  season,  will  be  undertaken:  the  investigation  of  the 
keeping  quality  of  lemons  during  shipment,  of  the  vari- 
ous forms  of  gum  disease,  and  of  other  obscure  troubles  of 
citrus  trees  will  be  continued. 

The  entomological  rooms  at  the  Whittier  Laboratory  will 
be  equipped  and  a  qualified  resident  entomologist  will  be 
assigned  thereto.  Systematic  reconnaissance  of  injurious 
insects  in  Southern  California,  with  collections  and  studies 
of  life  histories  of  relatively  most  important  species,  will  be 
begun.  Special  attention  will  be  given  at  first  to  the  orange 
thrips  and  to  plant  lice  seriously  attacking  the  canteloupe, 
cabbage,  and  other  truck  crops  of  great  commercial  im- 
portance. 

At  the  Citrus  Experiment  Station  at  Riverside  the  pomo- 
logical research  collection  of  citrus  fruit  varieties  planted 
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last  year  will  be  brought  forward  under  good  growing  con- 
ditions and  some  additional  planting  of  fruit  and  forest 
trees  will  be  undertaken. 

Experiments  looking  toward  securing  specially  fine  vari- 
eties of  the  present  most  popular  types  of  citrus  fruits  will 
proceed  by  wide  selection  and  propagation  of  promising 
variations,  and  observations  upon  relative  value  of  different 
stocks  for  citrus  fruits  will  be  continued.  • 

Experiments  in  irrigation  and  fertilization  of  citrus 
trees,  for  which  the  station  grounds  have  been  carefully 
prepared  and  planted,  will  be  carried  on,  and  soil  studies 
with  relation  to  fertilization,  irrigation,  and  tillage  will  be 
pursued.  A  qualified  expert  will  be  provided  to  have  par- 
ticular charge  of  the  work  and  he  will  be  furnished  with 
laboratory  facilities  in  the  station  buildings. 

The  treatment  of  bearing  trees  secured  by  cooperation 
with  Southern  California  owners,  to  demonstrate  new  and 
important  facts  in  fertilization  and  culture  practice,  will 
be  continued  by  the  same  expert.  i 
Letter  of  Thanks  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

On  August  13,  1907,  President  Wheeler  reported  that  he 
had  received  the  following  letter  of  appreciation  for  priv- 
ileges accorded  the  Food  Inspection  Laboratory  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture : 

On  behalf  of  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  of  Dr. 
H.  W.  Wiley,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  I  have  the  honor  to 
extend  the  thanks  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  you  and  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Eegents  of  the  University  for  your  kindness  in 
placing  the  laboratories  of  your  College  of  Agriculture  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Food  Inspection  Laboratory  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry. 

The  courtesy  is  one  deeply  appreciated,  as  it  has  enabled  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  carry  on  without  interruption  the  work 
of  food  inspection  on  this  Coast.  In  accepting  of  the  hospitality  of 
the  University  it  has  been  with  the  hope  that  we  may  in  some  way 
return  the  favor  at  some  future  time.

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Architect  for  Further  Work  on  the  University  Farm. 

On  November  12  the  Board  authorized  Director  Wickson 
to  engage  an  architect  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications 
for  further  buildings  at  the  University  Farm,  including  a 
dairy  barn,  a  blacksmith  shop,  a  carpenter-shop,  and  a  dor- 
mitory, and  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  advertise  for 
bids  upon  approval  by  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the 
plans  for  any  portion  of  these  buildings. 

University  Farm  Buildings. 

The  erection  of  a  dairy  barn,  seedhouse,  workshop,  and 
sanitary  and  water  system  at  the  University  Farm  was  au- 
thorized on  February  11,  1908,  and  the  erection  of  a  dor- 
mitory and  dining  room  and  kitchen  was  authorized  on 
March  10,  1908,  all  as  a  charge  against  the  state  appropria- 
tion for  the  University  Farm,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
contracts  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture. 

Massachusetts  Beds. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  August  13,  1907, 
in  regard  to  the  proposed  contribution  from  the  Massachu- 
setts Belief  Committee  for  the  founding  of  free  beds  at  the 
University  Hospital : 

The  Eegents '  Committee  on  the  Colleges  of  Medicine  and  Dentistry 
of  the  University  of  California  has  reported  to  this  Board  that  the 
Massachusetts  Belief  Committee  has  under  favorable  consideration  a 
plan  to  devote  a  large  portion  of  the  fund  contributed  by  the  people 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  the  Belief  of  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco from  its  disaster  of  April  18,  1906,  to  the  founding  and  per- 
petual maintenance  of  a  number  of  free  beds  in  the  University  of 
California  Hospital  in  San  Francisco,  on  condition  that  no  part  of 
such  fund  shall  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose. 

The  Begents  of  the  University  of  California  beg  to  express  their 
sincere  and  thorough-going  appreciation  of  the  careful  thought  and 
wise  consideration  given  by  the  Massachusetts  Belief  Committee  to 
the  matter  of  the  disposition  of  the  fund  committed  to  its  care. 
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Besolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Eegents  of  the  University 
of  California  such  a  disposition  of  that  fund  would  minister  to  the 
highest  and  best  purposes  of  relief,  because  the  devotion  of  it  to  a 
concrete  purpose  would  be  better  at  the  present  time  than  a  general 
distribution  among  many  individuals,  and  the  fund  would  thus  be 
applied  forever  to  the  relief  of  suffering  humanity,  the  advancement 
of  the  noble  profession  of  medicine,  and  the  furtherance  of  the  pur- 
poses of  a  great  seat  of  learning;  and,  in  addition,  such  disposition 
would  perpetuate  in  most  lasting  and  grateful  form,  the  humanity 
and  far-sighted  benevolence  of  the  ancient  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts toward  the  State  of  California. 

Be  it  Further  Besolved,  That  should  the  Massachusetts  Belief  Com- 
mittee devote  its  funds  to  the  purpose  indicated,  the  University  of 
California,  founded  in  the  constitution  of  this  state,  and  represented 
by  its  Eegents,  appointed  and  ex  officio,  pledges  itself  that  the  sum 
so  received  shall  be  made  a  distinct  endowment  fund  to  be  used  ex- 
clusively for  the  establishment  of  free  beds  in  the  University  of 
California  Hospital,  to  be  maintained  forever  according  to  the  highest 
standard  of  a  University  Hospital  conducted  solely  for  the  teaching 
and  advancement  of  the  medical  profession. 

[Subsequently  an  endowment  of  $100,000  was   received  for  the 
Massachusetts  Beds.] 

Tuition  Fees  in  the  Medical  Department.  + 

The  Board,  on  September  10,  approved  the  following 
change  in  the  method  of  payment  of  the  tuition  fee  in  the 
College  of  Medicine: 

(1)  That  the  tuition  fee  of  $150  for  the  College  of  Medicine  be 
made  payable  in  two  installments  of  $75  each  at  the  beginning  of 
each  half  year; 

(2)  That  in  case  of  students  taking  only  a  partial  course,  the 
tuition  fee  be  pro-rated  on  the  basis  of  the  units  of  instruction; 

(3)  That  no  non-resident  fee  be  charged  non-resident  students 
paying  full  tuition  in  the  College  of  Medicine. 

Nurses'  Training  Course. 

On  November  12  the  Board  authorized  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  Department  to  establish  a  nurses'  training  course 
as  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  Medical  Department. 
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University  Hospital  Account  to  be  Credited  with  San  Francisco 
Claims. 

On  December  10  the  Board  directed  that  the  University 
Hospital  account  be  credited  with  claims  accruing  against 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Insurance  on  Equipment  of  Dental  College  Continued. 

On  October  8  the  Board  directed  that  insurance  be  con- 
tinued on  the  equipment  of  the  College  of  Dentistry. 
Wilmerding  School  Street  Work  Authorized. 

On  November  12  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  were  authorized  to  sign  a  contract  with 
the  City  Street  Improvement  Company  for  street  work  near 
the  Wilmerding  School,  the  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  Wil- 
merding Endowment  interest,  as  follows :  A  bituminous 
rock  pavement  and  granite  curbings  (where  not  already 
laid)  on  the  roadway  of  the  crossing  of  Kansas  and  Seven- 
teenth streets,  and  on  the  roadway  of  the  crossing  of  Seven- 
teenth and  Rhode  Island  streets,  at  a  cost  to  the  Regents  of 
twenty-four  cents  per  square  foot  for  the  bituminous  rock 
pavements  and  $1.60  per  lineal  foot  for  granite  curbing,  free 
of  all  incidental  expenses. 

On  June  9  the  Board  authorized  its  President  and  Sec- 
retary to  enter  into  contract  with  the  City  Street  Improve- 
ment Company  for  a  bituminous  rock  pavement  on  the 
crossing  of  Sixteenth  street  and  San  Bruno  avenue,  San 
Francisco,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-four  cents  per  square  foot 
— the  total  cost  not  to  exceed  $265.00,  payable  from  the 
Wilmerding  Endowment  interest.  The  University's  share 
of  frontage  affected  by  this  work  is  300  feet. 
Sewering  of  Kansas  Street,  San  Francisco. 

On  October  8  the  Board  authorized  a  contract  to  be  made 
with  the  City  Street  Improvement  Company  for  the  sewer- 
ing of  Kansas  street,  between  Seventeenth  and  Mariposa 
streets,  at  $2.25  per  front  foot,  including  Y  branches  and 
an  additional  charge  of  $85  for  manhole  and  cover,  the  con- 
tract to  be  drawn  in  the  usual  form.

On  January  14  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mr.  James  D. 
Phelan,  Mr.  William  H.  Crocker,  Mr.  John  Parrott,  Mr.  J.  D.  Grant, 
and  Professor  E.  W.  Hilgard  for  the  donation  to  the  llniversity 
which  each  of  these  gentlemen  had  made  through  the  execution  of  a 
deed  conveying  to  the  Eegents  any  and  all  rights  of  each  as  a 
residuary  legatee  of  the  Kearney  Estate. 

Danish  Chair. 

The  Danish  Society  "Dania,"  on  May  12,  1908,  offered  to  the 
University  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing and  mantaining  a  chair  of  Danish  Language  and  Literature. 
While  the  Eegents  very  highly  appreciated  the  spirit  of  the  offer  and 
the  desirability  of  such  instruction  in  the  University,  they  were  unable 
to  pledge  the  continuance  of  the  instruction  in  Danish  at  the  Uni- 
versity's expense  after  the  expiration  of  two  years,  so  the  matter  was 
without  result. 

Vote  of  Thanks  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

On  March  10  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  of  the  Pacific  for  its  action  in  providing  for  periodical 
inspection  of  the  wiring  of  the  University  buildings. 

Miss  Alexander's  Gift  for  the  California  Museum  of  Vertebrate 
Zoology. 

On  February  11  the  Board  adopted  the  following  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee: 

"Your  Finance  Committee  has  the  honor  of  presenting  herewith 
a  letter  of  January  30,  1908,  from  Miss  Annie  M.  Alexander  to  Presi- 
dent Wheeler,  in  which  Miss  Alexander  promises  a  yearly  guarantee 
of  $7,000  for  the  period  of  seven  years  to  be  expended  in  field  and 
research  work  relative  exclusively  to  mammals,  birds,  and  reptiles  of 
the  west  coast  of  the  United  States.    We  recommend  that  Miss  Alex- 
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ander's  letter  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Board.  We  recom- 
mend, further,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  that  the  offer  of  Annie  M.  Alexander  to  give  to  the 
University  of  California  a  yearly  sum  of  $7,000  for  seven  years,  as 
contained  in  her  letter  addressed  to  President  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler, 
dated  ^January  30,  1908,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted  upon  the 
condition  that  the  ownership,  management,  and  control  of  the  building 
to  be  erected  py.  the  Eegents  and  of  the  collection  of  material  provided 
for  in  said  offer,  and  the  appointment  of  a  Director  and  of  other  em- 
ployes under  said  gift,  rest  and  remain  with  the  Eegents,  the  sugges- 
tions of  Miss  Alexander  with  regard  to  said  collection  and  to  the 
appointment  of  Director  and  other  employes  to  be  considered  at  all 
times,  and  to  be  followed  where  the  same  do  not  conflict  with  law  or 
with  the  rules  or  fixed  policy  of  the  Eegents ;  and 

"Resolved,  further,  that  in  the  event  said  gift  is  made  and  re- 
ceived under  this  resolution  of  acceptance,  the  Eegents  promise  and 
agree,  in  consideration  thereof,  to  commence  the  building  of  a  tem- 
porary museum  within  four  months  and  to  prosecute  the  erection  there- 
of with  due  diligence." 

Seven  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated  by  the  Eegents  for  the 
building. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Alexander  gave  details  of  her  proposal  for 
the  establishment  of  the  California  Museum  of  Vertebrate  Zoology: 

1 1  Oakland,  Cal.,  January  30,  1908. 

"President  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler,  University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
Cal. : 

"Dear  Sir:  Eef erring  to  my  letter  of  October  28th,  1907,  in 
which,  in  recognition  of  the  need  for  systematic  collection  of  the 
fauna  of  the  West  Coast  of  the  United  States,  I  outlined  a  plan  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Museum  in  connection  with  the  University,  I 
beg  herewith  to  state  my  proposition  more  specifically,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Eegents  of  the  University  of  California  for  approval. 

' '  I  promise  to  the  University  of  California  a  yearly  guarantee  of 
Seven  Thousand  Dollars  ($7,000)  for  the  period  of  seven  years  to  be 
expended  in  field  and  research  work  relative  exclusively  to  mammals, 
birds,  and  reptiles  of  the  West  Coast  of  the  United  States;  and  I 
promise  to  make  proper  arrangements  so  that,  in  the  event  of  my 
death  within  the  said  seven  years,  my  estate  will  be  charged  with  the 
yearly  amount  thus  guaranteed  for  said  space  of  seven  years;  all  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  hereinafter  stated. 

"The  University  of  California  is,  at  its  own  expense  and  within 
the  next  four  months,  to  erect,  in  a  suitable  place  on  the  University 
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grounds,  and  according  to  satisfactory  plans,  a  galvanized  iron  build- 
ing and  furnish  the  same  with  electric  lights,  heat,  and  janitor  service, 
together  with  an  outhouse  adapted  for  the  housing  of  raw  skeletons 
and  skulls;  and  that  the  exclusive  purpose  for  which  the  space  in  said 
buildings  is  used  shall  be  the  promotion  of  the  work  and  objects  of 
the  Museum  hereby  planned. 

' 1  The  said  buildings  shall  be  used  for  all  the  purposes  of  a  Museum 
of  Vertebrate  Zoology,  and  the  research  work  connected  therewith,  and 
shall  be  and  remain,  during  said  period,  under  my  entire  control.  The 
name  proposed  is  ' 1  California  Museum  of  Vertebrate  Zoology. ' '  It 
would  be  particularly  understood  that  the  management  of  the  funds 
necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Museum,  and  the  selection 
of  the  Director  and  his  Assistants  for  the  work,  would  oe  under  my 
control,  with  the  proviso  that  the  said  selection  be  made  from  a  class 
of  persons  who  will  reflect  credit  upon  the  University.  My  nominee 
for  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Museum,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Regents  for  the  first  year  and  thereafter,  subject  to  my  ap- 
proval, from  year  to  year,  is  Mr.  Joseph  Grinnell  of  Pasadena,  who, 
as  I  am  informed,  possesses  qualifications  satisfactory  to  the  President 
of  the  University.  His  time  and  work  is  to  be  devoted  exclusively 
to  the  purposes  of  the  Museum. 

"All  the  Natural  History  material  collected  in  the  course  of  the 
work  and  housed  within  the  walls  of  the  Museum  is  to  be  the  sole  and 
exclusive  property  of  the  University  of  California,  except,  of  course, 
such  material  as  may  be  placed  there  as  a  loan,  for  temporary  pur- 
poses, by  the  workers  connected  with  the  Museum  and  other  friends 
of  the  University.  One  incidental  feature  of  the  proposed  work  is  the 
installation  of  several  groups  of  large  mammals  for  purposes  of  ex- 
hibition. While  it  is  proposed  that  the  Collectors  would  have  the  first 
privilege  of  working  up  the  materials  collected  and  placed  in  the 
Museum,  these  materials  would  be  and  remain  accessible  to  any  quali- 
fied student  within  or  without  the  University  wishing  to  carry  on 
special  lines  of  investigation ;  at  the  same  time  provisions  will  be  made 
for  loaning  such  material  as  would  assist  in  class  work  whenever  this 
is  feasible  without  detriment  to  important  series. 

' '  It  would  have  to  be  likewise  understood  that,  in  the  event  of  my 
death  before  the  end  of  said  seven  years,  the  University  would  under- 
take to  continue  the  work  commenced  by  me  in  the  spirit,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  and  ideas  proposed  and  followed  by  me. 

"The  University  is  relied  upon  to  provide  the  working  library 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  Museum.
